EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an exanniner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the limitation of a similarity 
measure calculator using a linear weighted combination of confusion data and 
confidence data. Chou et aL discloses a confidence score calculated by subtracting 
scores of anti-keyword models that handle confusability among keywords and non- 
keyword models from a score of a keyword model. (Column 8, Lines 33 to 55) 
However, Pages 51 to 56 of the Specification disclose weighting the data, which is 
neither disclosed nor suggested by Chou et aL Particularly, Equation (1 5) on Page 56 
of the Specification discloses a weighting factor A applied to a confusion probability 
P(qj|Pr,C) that the speech recognition system decoded phoneme qj when it should have 
decoded phoneme Pr, and a confidence probability eqj^ for the current phoneme model. 
Chou et al. does not disclose or suggest a weighting factor A applied to a linear 
combination of the confusion probability and the confidence probability.
